Mrs. Padoy was notified by her son. and 
hurriedly rushing up stairs she im m edi­ 
ately went to her room to see if her dia­ 
mond necklace was missing. 
The drawer 
in which it was kept was broken open and 
the necklace, which Mrs. Padoy valued at 
$4,000, was taken. 
She is very m uch distracted over the loss 
of the necklace, as it was presented to her 
by her dead husband a short while after 
her marriage. 
A subsequent exam ination 
by her showed that the burglars had de­ 
camped with several valuable diamonds 
rings, four watches and other jewelry, all of 
which is valued at $20,000.

L xwiston. August 26th.—The .Republi­ 
cans tendered a gravid reception to Blaine 
last evening. 
H e came from Augusta and 
was met at the train by several Republican 
clubs end escorted to the City H all am id 
m uch enthusiasm . 
3petches were m ade 
by Congressman Dingley and H on. John 
A. Kassos. 
Blaine devoted the few m in­ 
utes allotted to him to the consideration- of 
the fisheries muddle. 
B e said : 
“ I did not happen to have an oppor­ 
tunity of reading Cleveland’s message on 
the subject until this m orning, and, with 
all due respect to the Chief Executive o f 
the nation, Sm ust say thas, considering all 
the circumstances, it is the most extraordi­ 
nary docum ent that was ever sent from the 
W hite H ouse.’’ 
H e then referred to the Canadian fisher 
men and the tit-for-tat policy inaugurated 
by Congress last year, but which Cleveland 
declined to enforce and allowed outrages 
upon our fishing vessels to go unresented. 
” H e was bent upon some form of negotia­ 
tion with England, even aguinst the ex­ 
pressed wish and will of the United States 
and in disrespect and defiance of a large 
share in the treaty-m aking power which 
the Constitution assigns to the Senate. 
Finally, w ithout the consent of the Senate 
and practically against its protest, the Pres­ 
ident organized a commission to fram e a 
treaty that should settle all the points in 
dispute. 
A ONE MAN TREATY. 
“ We can have our partisan differences at 
home and settle them on our own soil in 
our own way, but toward all the foreign 
poweis on the globe we should present one 
united, indivisible 
American 
Republic. 
But this was not done. The treaty was 
launched as a Democratic pauisan measure 
rather than a patriotic American measure. 
It is plainly apparent from the text of the 
Constitution, though the wise men who 
framed it intended the ordinary legislative 
power should be comm itted to the major­ 
ity, however small, that no tieatv should 
be framed w ithout the overwhelm ing sup­ 
port of public opinion. They provided,, 
therefore, that it should require in all cases 
two-thirds of the Senate to ratify a treaty, 
but despite this the National Adm inistra­ 
tion went ahead regardless of results and 
negotiated a treaty eo repugnant to Ameri­ 
can instinct and national self-respect that 
instead of securing a ratification by two- 
thirds of the Senate it was absolutely re­ 
jected by a majority vote. 


ONE EXTREM E TO ANOTHER. 
‘‘W hat then? At the first rebound the 
President has leaped so far over on the 
other side that he asks authority to cripple 
all our commercial relationship with Can­ 
ada from I’assamaquoddy bay to Vancouver 
Island. 
Having for three years offered to 
waive the rights of our fishermen and our 
national dignity at the same time, the Pres­ 
ident desires now to cross over to the o'.her 
side of the question and out Herod in his 
demands for redress after subjecting the 
country m onth after m onth to tne hum ilia­ 
tion o f an unprecedented surrender. The 
President’s supporters, with the zeal of 
new converts, or rather w ith the extrava­ 
gant enthusiasm of pretenders, are now 
manifesting such a hearty and deep sense 
of the wrongs we have experienced from 
Great Britain and Canada in the matter ol 
the fisheries that they second the Presi­ 
dent's extraordinary somersault, and in an 
instant the Democratic heelers are thirsting 
for Canadian gore. 
W hat poss.ble sense is 
there, gentlemen, in disturbing the com­ 
mercial relations between our country and 
the Dominion at W estern points because 
there is a dispute between Halifax and 
Gloucester that can easily be settled on the 
ground? 
IRRELEVANT ISSUES. 
“ W hy should the railways of the United 
States, that annually transport fifty m ill­ 
ions of Canadian goods in transit, be de­ 
prived of their business and endure a large 
loss on account of a sudden whim of the 
President? 
W hy should trat sit from De­ 
troit and Buffalo and New York over both 
the American and Canadian lines of rail­ 
road be suspended when it has no relation 
whatever to the fishery question ? W hy 
should the large traffic between Quebec and 
Montreal on one hand and Portland on the 
other, by which Portland becomes the 
winter port of 
Canada, be sum m arily 
stopped at a caprice of the President, when 
that caprice is founded on chagrin over the 
course of an independent, but as he con­ 
siders refractory, Senate? Is it the design 
of the President to m ake the fishery ques­ 
tion odious by embarrassing our com m er­ 
cial treaties and 
commercial exchange 
along 3,000 miles of frontier, and inflicting 
on American com m unities a needless, a 
vexatious, a perilous cod fusion of trade?”

The Finance

report a substitute for the Mills bill, but, 
acting under the advice of some of the 
ablest men in the party, the report has 
been purposely delayed. 
It is possible 
that in the end no bill will be reported, but 
at the present tim e it is the firm intention 
of the Republican members of the com m it­ 
tee to report a bill, and it will be laid be­ 
fore the full committee as soon as it is 
deemed expedient to do so. 
In the House there is a likelihood of the 
return of m any absent Democratic members 
this week.

The fight will be continued over the 
clause in the general deficiency bill to pay 
the French spoliation claims.

W a s h i n g t o n , August 26th. — Senator 
Stewart has made an elaborate report on 
the State war claims of California, Oregon 
and Nevada in support and explanation of 
the bill reported from the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Military Affairs, the object of which 
is to ascertain the am ount of money paid 
by the States above m entioned for common 
defense in the securing, arm ing, etc. of vol­ 
unteers for the purpose of guarding the 
overland m aii and em igrant routes and 
taking the place of regulars to defend the 
borders and suppress Indian hostilities sub­ 
sequent to April 15, 1-861. Also, to ascer­ 
tain the am ount of interest paid by these 
States on the principal borrowed and ex­ 
pended for reim bursem ent by the United 
Suues. 
The report says that the condition of af­ 
fairs in these rem ote States was serious. 
Indeed, the absence of United States regu­ 
lar troops, withdrawn from the Pacific 
Coast, rendered it absolutely necessary that 
the overland m ail and em igrant route 
should be guarded trom incursions of hostile 
IndiaDS, and this was dfme most efficiently 
by volunteers from the States in question. 
To the calls for volunteers for the war of 
the rebellion, and for guarding the Pacific 
railway routes, the State responded prom pt­ 
ly and faithfully. California’3 quota of 
enlisted volunteers aggregated nearly 10,090 
men. The am ount of these claims arising 
subsequent to April 15, 1861. a re : 
Califor­ 
nia, $2,938,623 ; Oregon. $390.623; Nevada, 
$341.137; total, $3,690,581. The authority 
and precedents for the United States to pay 
these claims is based upon the fourth sec­ 
tion of the fourth article,, and tbe tenth 
section of the first article of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, and upon Secre­ 
tary Seward’s letter calling upon the Gov­ 
ernors of loyal States to pat their Slates in­ 
defense at their own enpease, and re'iv on 
the General G overnm ent for reimburs 
ment. 
California, Oregon aad Nevada, the report 
says, have not slept upon their rightr.in 
these premises, but have brought t?#se 
claims to the attenlion.ot' Congress thrc *gh 
their Senators and Representativea by m e­ 
morials and in various other w ay» for 
many years past.

The Sacramento Wine Grape Growers’ 
Association met at Grangers' Hall at 1:30 
r. m., Saturday, Dr. W. S. Maulove in the 
Chair The attendance was large, and sev. 
eral new signatures were obtained. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 
The Chair said the first thing in order 
would be the report of the committee ap­ 
pointed at the last meeting to confer with 
the wine makers, and called upon ex-Sen­ 
ator Routier for the report. 
Mr. Kbutier said that he, in company 
with the other two members of the com­ 
mittee, Messrs. Manlove and Fassett, had 
performed the duty assigned them. They had 
gone to both the wineries the day before, 
but had been unable to meet any of the 
proprietors. 
They then appointed Mr. 
Fassett a committee of one to stay with it, 
and if possible meet the wine makers, who 
apparently were keeping out of their way. 
He called upon Mr. Fassett to report what 
success had attended his efforts. 
Mr. Fassett—I went out last evening to 
the Eagle Winery tosee Mr. Nevis, and was 
informed that he was not at home. From 
there 1 went out to Kohler’s place, and 
found he was in San Francisco. His son, 
who is in clinrge of the winery, said he 
could say nothing about prices 
On my 
return to the city [ again stopped at the 
winery, and found Mr. Nevis at home 
and very communicative. I asked him if 
he was prepared to stale what price he 
would give for grapes this year, and he re­ 
plied, $10 for Missions and $12 for Zinfan- 
del“. That was as far as my duties to the 
Association went, and so I asked no further 
questions. 
J. G Patterson, an extensive grower at 
Routier’s Station, m oved that the com m it­ 
tee be granted further lim e. 
Mr. Rontier—Let us proceed in this bus­ 
iness understandingly. Mr. Nevis offers us 
$10 and $12 a ton for our grapes delivered 
at bis winery. 
Three carloads of green 
grapes make one of the dried article. We 
are assured 3J cents per pouud, or $70 per 
ton, for the dried product. 1 sincerely hope 
that no one will be weak enough to sdl 
their crop for $10 or $12 per ton to the 
wineries, when they can realize so lunch 
by the drying process. Let this committee 
be authorized io say w e have from 3,000 to 
5,000 fons of grapes at our disposal, and 
the winemakers will likely come to their 
seusis. The winemakers are not ready, 
and will not be for from ten days to two 
weeks, to receive the crop, and nothing, 
therefore, can be lost by giving this com­ 
mittee one week's more time, with a privi­ 
lege of two weeks, if that length of time is 
necessary. If we stick together we will 
succeed; but if individuals go to the win­ 
eries to dispose of their individual crops 
then we are lost. Weinstock & Lubin to­ 
day telegraphed to London to know what 
orice cun be realized on dried grapes in the 
English market. A meeting of the wine 
grape and raisiu growers is to be held in San 
Francisco on the 0th of September to en­ 
deavor, if possible, to establish a perma­ 
nent market for the dried product of their 
vine) ards. The moment we receive a good 
market for dried grapes then will we be 
the masters of the situation. 
Dr. Manlove exhibited a letter from E. 
C. Loomis, of New York, who says that 
thou-ands of boxes of dried grapes can be 
sold in New York city annually for mince­ 
meat raisins, and they wilt bring for that 
purpose 6 and 7 cents per pound, or from $120 
to $140 per ton. We must not rush matteis. 
If the wineries should set a satisfactory 
price on our grape crop to-day they would 
not be able to take then1 for from ten days 
to two weeks. In the meantime we will 
hear from Londou and Bordeaux, and per­ 
haps will open up an avenue of trade that 
will divert our crops from the wineries in 
the future. 
Our commit ee visited the 
Eagle Winery four times ou Friday, and 
on each occasion were told by the man in 
charge that Mr. Nevis was out of town. 
The proprietor’s little daughter, however, 
whooverheard the remark, contradicted it 
by saying, “Papa is at home.” Mr. Kohler, 
it is plain to be seen, has absented himself 
from the city in order to avoid a meeting 
with this committee. They evidently want 
the grapes to dry up as much as possible on 
the vines, so that they will get two tons for 
one. In the meantime if you cannot sell 
your grapes dry them. 
The committee was granted further time 
by a unanimous vote of the meeting. 
Mr. Patterson said he had experimented 
with Zinfandels this year ami found he 
could dry them in five days. 
Dr. Manlove said the present hot speli 
was making raisins on the vines of the 
Muscats. 
Mr. Routier—You who have wine-grapes 
must be prepared to make wine another 
year. In this way you will not be at the 
mercy of any one. but be able to avail 
yourself of the profits of your labor. 
Mr. Patterson said it was very easy to see 
who made the protiis. 
Kohler sold his 
wine for 40 cents a gallon, and was not 
willing to nay the grower of the grapes a 
rate equal to one half of that 
The mana­ 
ger of the Naioina vineyard told him a few 
days ago that their Zinfandels never netted 
them less than $30 per ton. 
D. Reese, of Florin, made a lengthy 
argument in favor of sending some one to 
San Francisco to see the Italian and Portu­ 
guese wine-makers. 
They had come into 
this market every year and paid a good 
round price for grapes delivered in the cars 
at Florin, Elk Grove, Sacramento, and on 
the steamboats in this city. They were 
square men, dealt squarely, and bp thought 
quite u large proporiion of this year’s crop 
could be marketed in this way at remuner­ 
ative prices 
Dr. Maniovesaid one season he sold his 
entire crop to the San Francisco Italian 
wine makers, delivering the same on the 
boat in this city. 
He thought the idea of 
sending a commissioner to 8a;i Francisco 
to confer with them a good one. 
Mr. Routier move! that Mr. Reese, of 
Florin, be appointed a commissioner to go 
to San Francisco to see the Italian wine­ 
makers. 
He was a gentleman who was 
acquainted with those people, having sold 
his crop to them heretofore. 
He also 
moved that tbe expense of Mr. Reese’s trip 
on this business be defrayed by the associa­ 
tion. 
Mr. Reese asked that some one else be 
selected for this mission, but the meeting 
would not listen to his argument, and Mr. 
Routier’s motion was carried. 
Mr. Weinstock, who came in at this time, 
was asked to make some remarks. He 
said he was pleased to see so many of the 
growers present. A movement 
wes on 
foot, be said, to have a State convention of 
fruit growers, driers and dealers in San 
Francisco on the Gih of next month to dis­ 
cuss the question of marketing dried fruits. 
Alt efforts heretofore ou the part of growers 
and shippers have been in the direction of 
placing green fruit. This year the market 
for dried fruit is flat, there is very little 
movement in that line and the sales are 
very unsatisfactory. The drying of the 
grape crop this season makes the consider­ 
ation of this matter an important one. It 
is an easy matter to dry grapes, but the 
selling of the dried product is quite another 
matter. It is believed that a large demand 
for dried grapes can be developed. 
We 
learn that 
in 
Europe, particularly in 
France, millions of pounds of dried grapes 
are used annually in making wine. It is 
believed that the auction plan of dried 
grapes can be successfully employed in 
New York, and at those sales the large 
wine-makers of Germany and 
France 
will be 
represented by 
their 
agents, 
who 
will be 
willing 
to 
pay 
a 
good 
price 
for 
the product. 
This 
plan if successful will at once make the 
growers independent of the wineries. He 
looked upon the proposed meeting at San 
Francisco as one of great importance to tbe 
vineyardists of this State and suggested 
that all who could attend its session should 
do so end tend their moral as well ss other 
enpport to tbe movement. The market for 
the horticultural products of California is 
but in its infancy. The people in the East, 
while they want our products, will not 
make a market for us. 
We must do that 
ourselves and >n this way only can we look 
for a speedy aud permanent relief for our 
wine grape-growers. When we can get a 
market for our dried fruit I will feel as safe 
as I do uow on the green fruit question. 
W em u3tdoall we can to aid any move­ 
ment that tends to enlarge our markets, for 
in that lies very much of our future pros­ 
pects. 
Abner Burns indorsed the rematks of 
Mr. Weinstock and said tbe only relief 
from the present depression was aa ag­ 
gressive and united acción on the part of 
the growers. 
He had no kind words for 
the wine-maker3 whom the vineyardists 


us to give them our crops for nothing if it 
was in their power. 
J. B. Welty strongly advocated the es­ 
tablishment of a co-operative winery in 
this city. The proprietors of the wineries 
had al! grown wealthy, some of them mill­ 
ionaires. This winery property, or at least 
a large part of it, belonged to the farmers 
and should be in their pockets to-day. If 
the wineries had been co-operative, the 
farmers would ali have plenty of money, 
land would have been rated higher, ttie 
fences and barns would be in better shape, 
and windmills would be more numerous, 
the farmer.’his wife and children would be 
better clad and they would live in fine res­ 
idences instead of the miserable hovels that 
some are compelled to occupy for want of 
means to provide better habitations. It is 
not because the land is not fertile, the 
vines productive or the farmer industrious, 
but because all of the profits of his labor 
lines the pocket of the wine-maker. The 
wineries in this section, instead of being a 
benefit, have had a withering effect on our 
lands. We are taxed $25 an acre on 
our vines, while in some instances they 
have 
been worth 
less than nothing 
for the past four years. We can make more 
money by co-operation than we can by 
each acting for himself. If we make our 
own wine in a co-operative way we can es­ 
tablish a market for cur product in the 
East and soon place our viueyards on a 
paying basis. What they want East is 
pure California wine, aud not the spurious 
article that is put upon the Eastern market 
by many so-called California firms. He 
gave an instance of a winery El Dorado 
county that made many thousand gallons 
annually, that met with a ready sale in the 
East at the highest market price because 
the grower had a reputation of making a 
pure article. 
Mr. Rutter gave his experience at wine 
and brandy-making. He had no expe­ 
rience. but found no difficulty in mak­ 
ing a good article that commanded the 
best price. One consignment of his wine 
to Chicago retailed readily at $1 50 per 
bottle. 
A lone discussion followed regarding the 
best methods to be employed in the di ving 
of grapes. 


llo s c v ille V in e y a n lla ts. 
The following communication 
shows 
that the vineyardists of the neighborhood 
of Roseville do not intend to be behind 
their brethren in other parts of the State 
in looking after their own interests: 


E ds. R ecord-U n io n : Pursuant to notice, 
the grape-growers of Roseville and vicinity 
met in this town on the 22d inst., for the 
purpose of adopting some plan of a co­ 
operative nature by which they can avoid 
being taken advantage of by the winery 
establishments of Sacramento city. 
It seems plain, that as matters now stand 
the vineyardists are cnmpletelvat the mercv 
of grape buyers. ” Take what we offer for 
your grapes or help yourselves if vou can,’ 
is the way they act if they do not speak it’ 
I do not see how the grape-growers a’, 
their Convention, lately held in Sacra­ 
mento, provided any way to remedy the 
evii to any extent. The wineries can stand 
them off—if they are united, in one way or 
another—until it is too late to put in a plant 
of their own, and they will then be told, 
“ We will pay so much for grapes and no 
niore, and what are you going to do about 
it, at least for this season.” 
Our people seem inclined to go on and 
put up, if possible, a winery at once. 
There was about three hundred tons of 
grapes represented at this meeting, and a 
certainty of 200 tons more if wanted. 
Grape-growers feel that something must be 
done or dig up their wine-grape vines. It 
is possible, if no winery is started here, 
that aiany of our vineyard men may join 
in with the Sacramento peoplp and make 
the experiment with them.

Bt'N’llE S .F E S T . 


T he G erm an F estiv a l in th is C ity a G rand 
S u ccess. 
The second grand Eintracht llundes- 
Fest is now being celebrated in this city, 
and is in every way a grand success. Tbe 
Eiutracht Bund” is a union of the differ­ 
ent “ Eintracht societies” on the Pacific 
Coast, and was formed some five 3’ears ago. 
T he first society organized was the San 
Francisco Verein Eintracht, which now has 
a mem bership of nearly 1,000 members. 
Prior to that there were in San Francisco a 
num ber of tinging, dram atic and benevo­ 
lent societies, and as they were separate 
organizations it was rather expensive to be­ 
long to all. 
In 1873 some German-Am eri- 
can citizens of San Francisco make a step 
in the right direction by organizing a so­ 
ciety combining all the others. This proved, 
as its organizers said it would, a grand 
success, and became so popular thut it grew 
rapidly in numbers and soon became the sec­ 
ond largest German speaking society on tbe 
Pacific Goa t. 
The new society was called 
the San Francisco Verein “ E intracht.” 
“ Kntracbt” translated means “ Union and 
Harmony.” This society offers many ad­ 
vantages, while the admission fee and'dues 
are comparatively small. 
By paying a 
monthly due of $1, a mem ber was entitled 
to a -veekly benefit of $10 in case of sick­ 
ness, and at the same tim e he bad the 
privilege of joining the singing, gymnastic, 
dram atic and rifle sections w ithout extra 
charge. The additional paym ent of $1 per 
m onth secures a member iife insurance of 
$873, payable at death to the family or law ­ 
ful heirs. 
RECEPTION OF GUESTS. 
At 0:50 v. m. Saturday, the “ Stockton 
Verein Eintracht” and the “ Stockton Turn 
Verein ” were met at the depot am 1 escorted 
to the headquarters at Turner H all by the 
Reception Committee. A t 8:30 r >t the 
Rifle Section,’ “ Singing Section,” 11 Turn 
Section,” and mem beis of the San F ran ­ 
cisco Verein Eintracht, the “ Mission Turn 
Verein,” San Francisco “Scliutzen Verein," 
and other guests from San Francisco, Oak­ 
land, Sao Jose and other points were met 
at the depot and escorted to their head­ 
quarters. The procession, headed by the 
H ussar band, consisted of a company of the 
local m ilitia, the Italiau m ilitary company, 
the Hnssars and all the local German civic 
societies, and citizens who carried torches 
and burned pyrotechnics. The procession 
was large and imposing. The line of march 
was from the depot to K, on Second to 
T enth, to J, to Third, to K, to Fourth, to 
M, to Tenth, and thence to Turner H all. 
Red lights were burned in front ot busi­ 
ness houses and residences as the proces­ 
sion passed, and the visitors were made to 
feel that they weie heartily welcomed by 
the citizens of tbe Capítol City. A large 
num ber of the buildings along' tbe line of 
march were decorated, all illum inated and 
the streets crowded with spectators. Turner 
H all was profusely decorated.

all, Edward Dieterle, President of the 
Committee of Arrangements, addressed the 
visitors in the following appropriate re­ 
marks. which were loudly applauded :

and of integrity. In the possession of sm h ele­ 
m ents in the personnel aud character of her Cit­ 
izens our nation is honor d by the respect and 
adm iration of ail o>hcr countries, in due appre­ 
ciation o f the high m inded characteristics oi 
our people as being the foundation and support 
of this iree aud liberal Government. 
An invitation to the hospitality of Sacramento 
signifies a welcome to our homes, to our fire­

HOKEY POKEY, 


T1ÍE CASE AGAINST H. A. BELL 
DISMISSED.

There was a large attendance at the Po­ 
lice Court on Saturday to hear the exam in­ 
ation of H . A. Bell, on a charge of gaming 
in having conducted a hokey pokey game 
at the ‘‘Old Corner ” Saloon, at Sixth and 
K streets. The prosecution was conducted 
by City A ttorney Church, w hile the de­ 
fendant was represen ted by ex-City A ttor­ 
ney E. C. H art. The case was very fully 
and fairly presented on both sides, aud re­ 
sulted in the discharge of the defendant. 
Police officer George Green, the first wit. 
ness, testified that on Tuesday evening last 
he visited the place mentioned and found 
H . A. Beil dealing a game of hokey pokey. 
H e feigned intoxication and sat down b e­ 
tween two “ cappers ” to play. lie only 
had a half a dollar with him and had to 
borrow another halt of a friend in order to 
buy a “ stack ” of twenty chips. There 
was a large pasteboard sign on tbe wall 
showing the rules and regulations of the 
game, tbe relative value of hands, and 
stating that tickets were given to players 
only and that they were playing for drinks. 
He thendtscribed bow thegam e was played. 
The dealer would deal one card to each per­ 
son, face down, and then four more to each, 
face up. The m an before whom the “buck” 
was placed then had the opportunity to bet. 
They make their bets all round and then if 
a man has high cards he “ calls.” Then 
they “shove the buck” and deal again. The 
de-aler took out checks all the tim e for 
deals and fot-every tim e anyone had a pair 
dealt him and placed them in a sm all V- 
shaped box. The checks were white and 
represented 5 cents each. H e saw red 
checks there, but none were played while 
he was present. W as playing "fifteen or 
eighteen m inutes and saw the dealer take 
out during that time about twenty-four 
checks. Asked several times fo ra drink 
and called the attention of the dealer to 
the printed rules to show that he was en­ 
titled to one, but the latter replied that he 
would not give him a drink until he had 
$3. 
Did not se e a n y d iin k checks on the 
table and none were given out. Tbe game 
was not played in accordance with the 
rules which were posted on the wall. He 
then placed Be'.l under arrest. 
Milton Brady, a special officer, who ac­ 
companied Green, corroborated his testi­ 
mony in regard to how the game was 
played, the taking out of the checks and 
the fact that the dealer refused to give 
Green a drink until he had $3. 
C. W. Dixon, a boiler m aker, testified 
that he was present and playing at the 
game when Green came iti. H eard him 
ask for drinks, which the dealer refused to 
give him , saying that he would treat as 
soon as he got checks euongh. 
Green 
asked for drinks again and Bell told him 
he would treat when he got $3. There 
were five playing. 
D rink checks were val­ 
ued at 12{ cents apiece. 
H e did not think 
there was a “stack” of chips in the box 
when Green was playing. 
In answer to questions by Mr. H art, 
Dixon stated th at drink checks had been 
given out just before Green came in. They 
were little paste board checks on which 
was printed the words, "Good for one 
drink at the bar.” 
The dealer generally 
treated whenever anyone wanted a drink. 
Green acted as if he was drunk, and the 
dealer put him off by telling him he would 
treat when he got $3. W hen Green first 
asked for a drink there was not more than 
four or five checks in the dealer’s box. 
It 
was not full at any tim e when Green asked 
for a drink, though it m ight have been 
half full. The arrest was made as soon as 
the d-.aler stated that he would treat when 
he got $3. 
The prosecution here rested their case 
and the defense put upon the stand W illiam 
M. Ellsworth, proprietor of the saloon. He 
testified that Bell was in his employ as bar­ 
tender and dealer of hokey pokev when 
anybody wanted to play. H e received a 
weekly salary and had no other interest in 
the game, which was conducted solely for 
the purpose of m aking business for the bar. 
Checks were taken out for each deal, pair 
and call, ana drink checks were issued 
whenever enough had accumulated to give 
each player one. The house received no 
percentage or profit, except what came 
from the sple of drinks. The little Y-shaped 
box referred to held just one “stack of 
chips,” or one dollar’s worth 01 white chips. 
John Sayers testified that he was playing 
at the game when Green came in. W hen 
Green first asked for a drink there were 
only three “ ch ip s” in the box. 
By the 
tim e he had lost all his “ chips ” the box 
was about half full. H eard Bell tell him 
that he would not give him any drink until 
he got three dollars, but it was said in a 
laughing way, and just to put him off be­ 
cause lie was asking fordrinka continually, 
and there had 10 be a stop put to it some­ 
way. Green acted as if he was elrunk. 
On cross-examination witness said he was 
a bartender.and had worked for Ellsworth, 
but quit a week before the night Bell was 
arrested. 
W m. W alters testified that he was pres­ 
ent and playing when Green came in. H e 
thought at the tim e that he was drunk. 
They had just received drink checks before 
Green came in. It was customary to give 
out drink checks when the box was full. II 
anybody asked for a check before iie gener­ 
ally got it. The box was not. full when 
Green was playing. 
W . H . W hittiruore testified to haviDg 
p’ayed at tho same game, and always ge;“ 
ting drink checks. One night he had about 
twenty-five drink checks when he quit 
playing. They were afterwards redeemed 
for cigars. a3 he wanted them. 
The defendant, H. A. Bell, then took the 
stand in his own behalf, and testified that 
he was working for Ellsworth at a salary 
of $20 per week, and had no interest in the 
game. He always gave out drink checks 
whenever euongh “chips” were taken out 
to entitle the players to them . The game 
was run the tam e on last Tuesday night, 
when Green was present, as at other times. 
Wonld have giveu Greeu a drink when he 
asked tor it, but thought he was drunk and 
had enough. Told him he would not.give 
him a drink until he got $3, simply to put 
him off. 
Mr. Hart closed the ease for the defense 
by putting in evidence the p&sle-board sign 
referred to by witnesses as being 011 the 
wail. 
Besides giving the relative value of 
bands it contained these words: “To pay 
for drinks we take out one check each deal", 
and two for a pair or call.” 
City Attorney Church argued the cese for 
the prosecution. The complaint was based 
upon Section 330 of the l’enal Code, which 
prohibited ail 
banking and percentage 
games. 
He maintained that the evidence 
showed 
that tbe defendant 
had 
been 
arrested in tbe act of conducting a percent­ 
age game and ought to l>e held to answer. 
Mr. Hart, who had contested every point 
in the case vigorously, made an elaborate 
and exhaustive argument, reviewing the 
testimony critically, and bringing out every 
fine of defense possible. He complimented 
the city on having brought to its aid a gen­ 
tleman who had zeal enough to seek out 
crime, and pursue it until it was punished. 
He did not blame Mr. Green for doing as 
he had done, in following out the instruc­ 
tions of his superior officer. 
It was his 
duty to do so, but if he undertook to wnte 
a book containing wbat he did not know 
abont hokey-pokey, it would take him 
more than 'the balance of his lifetime to 
complete it. If he had known more of the 
game, as it was played at this saloon, he 
never wonld have brought this action on such 
flimsy testimony. 
The prosecution had 
made a signal failure in presenting their 
proof, and their own witness, Mr. Dixon, 
bad shown that the game was not a per­ 
centage game, but that drink tickets were 
issued fcr the checks taken out by the 
dealer. The sign on the wall announced 
that the checks were taken tut to pay for 
drinks, and tbe evidence showed that the 
game had always been conducted in the 
same way. Green had only been present 
about eighteen minutes. 
Drink checks 
had been given out just before he entered, 
according to the testimony even of the wit­ 
ness tor the prosecution, and at no time 
while Green" was present was the little 
check-box full. There were five playing, 
and it would take five bits' worth of checks 
to go around, and, according to the evi­ 
dence of the witnesses, there was not that 
amount of checks in the box when Green 
quit playing. He would have beeu given 
a drink check but for the fact that he 
feigned intoxication so well that Mr. Bell 
thought he was drunk and did not want to 
give him another drink. He insisted that the 
prosecntion had made out no case at all 
He read the charge of Judge Van Fleet to 
ihe jury in the case of the People vs. Horn- 
lein, when the jury was instructed toacqait 
on the ground that the game was not a 
percentage game, within the 


decision, which was undoubtedly good law. I 
H e pointed out at length the reasoning f 
upon which the decision in the Hornleiu 
case was based, and said that no other con­ 
struction could possibly be put upon it, un­ 
less a Court desired to be guided by preju­ 
dice. 
if the game conducted by Mr. Bell 
was a percentage game and inhibited by 
law. then the games of 
cinch, pedro, 
euchre and casino and other games which 
were played for drinks in every saloon in 
this city were percentage games, for they 
all had the same object—to m ake money 
for the bar. 
If this case went to the 
Superior Court it would be tbrowu out of 
Court on the eame ground that the H orn- 
lein case was, and if Judge Van Fleet’s de­ 
cision bad gone before the Suprem e Court 
he would have been sustained, as he had 
been in every decision he had ever made. 
In rendering his decision Judge Buckley 
reviewed the testim ony carefully, and said 
the case was subtantially the same as that 
of the People vs. H ornlein. 
H e was Dis­ 
trict Attorney at the tim e Judge Van Fleet 
delivered that charge, and was fam iliar 
with the case. He understood a percentage 
game, as spoken of in the statute, to mean 
a game where the owner or dealer takes 
out a certain percentage as a profit, without 
giving any equivalent for it except the 
privilege of playing at the game. 
But 
when an equivalent was given, w hether it 
be drinks, cigars, groceries or anything 
else, it certainly cannot be a percentage 
game. T hat seemed to him to be the cjui- 
mon-sense vtew of the law, and he agreed 
entirely with Judge Van Fleet. 
H e would

if he did not 
have Judge Van Fleet's decision as a pre­ 
cedent. 
W hile the evidence showed that 
no drink checks were given out while officer 
Green was present, it had been proven that 
checks were issued just before he came in 
and that it was the custum to issue them 
whenever the check-box was full. The box 
had not been full while Mr. Green was 
present, according to the evidence, and there

RUSSIA AND GERMANY. 


P o litic a l I n tr ig u e s T h a t B o d e N o G ood 
to E n g la n d . 
L o ndon, August 26’.h.—The excessive 
courtesies passing between the Czar and 
Em peror W illiam , resulting from the visit 
to Peterhoff, have alarm ed English poli­ 
ticians of all classes. A leading Liberal, 
who has been frequently mentioned as the 
only statesm an of that party fitted for the 
foreign Secretaryship in the event of Glad­ 
stone being restored to power, says : “ Eng­ 
lish interests and German interests do not 
always coincide by any means. All the 
world knows that if not only English in­ 
terests but the interests of the whole hu­ 
m an race outside of Germany lay on one 
side of Prince Bism arck's balance, and 
purely German interests on the other, the 
former would kick the beam. Prince Bis­ 
marck has told the world ever and over 
again that his business is in the welfare ol 
Germany, of course as he conceives it, and 
that alone, and if Lord Salisbury cherished 
illusions it is his own fault.” 


SALISBURY’S LACK OF PERCEPTION. 
Lord Salisbury was delighted because the 
young Em peror visited the Czar, and ap­ 
parently believed that the policy of Russia 
had been brought into line with that of 
Germany; that Russia had actually joined 
the neace league, which was in truth di­ 
rected against herself, and that the m illen­ 
nium was on the way. 
But Lord Salisbury forgets that Bulgaria 
is not the only field for Russian enterprise, 
and that Germany not only has no interest 
in holding back Russia in Central Asia, 
but, on the contrary, every interest in 
pushing her forward. The bottom fact of 
the situation is that Russia m ust and will 
get to the sea and south somewhere and 
somehow. 
It may take years for her to do 
it, but it is a vital question for a nation of 
70,000,000 of people, and it would be over­ 
sanguine to expect that that m ighty im ­ 
pulse can be perm anently resisted.
